bed by the Collonetof the Regiment, or by one of the FicId- Officers, Commander of the 
Regiment for the time, :o which he belonged x and Declares, that the Paſſes Signed in man« 

ner foreſaid, ſhall free the perſons in whoſe favours they are granted. And turther, We 
with Advice foreſaid, Do hereby Ratify and Reviveall former Aas and ®coclamatians,made 
anent Recruits, Levies, or Deſerters, except in ſo far, as the ſamen are hereby Innovar 

or Altered. Our Will is Herefore, and we Charge you ſtrictly, and Command, That in 
Continent thir Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-Croſs of .Edizburgh, and remanent 
- Mercat-Croſlſes of the Head-Burghs of the ſeveral Shires and Stewartries within this Our 
&gdom, and There in Our Name and Authority, by open Proclamation, make Intima- 
ATE: that none may pretend ignorance, And Ordains Our Sollicitor to Tranſmit
